fhall give an Account in feveral diftin& Ar- 
ticles. 

1. The Author difcourfes of the Prefent 
State of London. “ As its Situation ( fays 
“ he) is the moft happy, and commodious 
‘of any in the World befides; fo ’tis, 
‘* without Difpute, the Largeft, the moft 
“ Extenfive, and Populous, as well as the 
‘* moft Stately and Magnificent”. And be- 
caufe Sir Chrifopher Wren did very much 
contribute to the Beauty of this Great Ciry, 
Dr. Woodward beftows the following Enco- 
mium upon him, of that Magnificence , Sir, 
you have been the chief Coutriver , and the Di- 
re&or of more truly Noble and Regular Buildings, 
shan perhaps any one Man from the Creation to

this Day. The Author obferves, that we 
have no Records, whereby we may know 
when and by whom London was built. Taci. 
tus is the moft Ancient Writer who men. 
tions this Cicy : Londinum % (fays he) copia 
negotiatorum CO” commeatuam maxime celebre, 
Burt it muft have been built fome time be- 
fore, fince it was then become fo very con/. 
derable for the great Number of Merchants, and 
Plenty of valuable Commodities. After that Hi- 
ftorian, Ammianus Marcelinus ¢ {peaks of 
London, as of a Town that was Ancient, and 
call’d formerly Lundinium, but in his Days 
Augufta, From that Time downwards we 
have little Account of it. After the Romans 
had recall’d their Forces , there happen’d fo 
many Revolutions in Englaxd, and the Na- 
tion was fo unfettled, that there was hardly 
any thing extant relating to the State of this 
City , even cill the Time that Mr. Stow be- 
gan his Survey of London. 

But (continues the Author ) the Remains 
of Roman Works, that have been difcovered 
in Re-building this City fince the great Fire, 
may enable us to retrieve fomething con- 
cerning its Ancient State, Situation, Bounds, 
and other Circumftances,

“ t9 fee, in fo fhort a time, fuch a Number

‘not only furpafling the former, but all 
others upon Earth”. The Author makes 
another Obfervation, which I fhall inferc 
here in his own Words. ‘* Then, which I 
“and every body muft obferve with great 
‘* Satisfaction, by Means of the Enlarge- 
“ ments of the Streets ; of the great Plenty 
“ of good Water, conveyed to all Parts; 
“ of the common Sewers, and other like 
‘‘ Contrivances, fuch Provificn is made for 
“a free Accefs and Paflage of the Air, for 
«‘Sweetnefs, for Cleannefs, and for Salubri- 
‘‘ty, that it is not only. the Fineft, but the 
 moft Healthy City in the World. Info. 
‘« much that, for the Plague, and other dan. 
‘‘ gerous Diftempers, with which it was 
“formerly fo frequently annoyed, and by 
“which fo great a Number of the Inhabi- 
‘“‘tants were fo cruelly taken eff but the 
““ very Year before the Fire ; an Experience 
“‘ of above Forty Years fince has fhewn ic 
*- fo wholly freed, that ‘tis very probable ’cis 
“‘now no longer obnoxious, nor ever again 
‘ likely to be infefted by thofe fo fatal and 
‘* pernicious Maladies ”’. 

2. It appears from this Letter, that Sir 
Chriftopher Wren has made feveral Curious 
and Uicful Obfervations upon the Antiqui- 
ties Of London. The Author wifhes he would 
be “ees to communicate them to the Pub- 
Jick. 

3. Dr. Woodward has in his Cuftody a con- 
fiderable Number and Variety of Roman An. 
tiguities, that have been digg’d up in and 
about the City. He gives us a Defcription 
of the Antiquities found near Bifhop’s-Gate 
in April 1707. “ Upon the pulling down 
“‘fome Old Houfes, adjoining to Bi{hop’s-

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‘‘ Gate, in Camomile-fireet, in order to the 
“ building there anew, and digging to make 
‘* Cellars, about Four Foot under Ground 
“ was difcover'd a Pavement, confifting of 
“‘ diced Bricks, the moft Red, but fome few 
“ Black, and others Yellow ; all nearly of ; 
“‘ Size , and very fmall , hardly any exceed. 
“ ing an Inch in Thicknefs. The Extent 
** of the Pavement, in Length, was uncer. 
“tain; it running from Bifhop’s-Gate, for 

Sixty Foot, quite under the Foundation 

of fome Houfes not yet pull’d down, 
Its Breadth was about Ten Foot, termi. 
nating, on that Side, at the Diftance of 
Three Foot and a Half from the City. 
* Wall. 
“* Sinking downwards under the Pave. 
‘‘ment, only Rubbifh occurr’d for about 
* Two Foot; and then the Workmencame 
‘to a Stratum of Clay; in which at the 
‘* Depth of Two Foot, they found feveral 
“Urns. Some of them were become fo 
“tender and rotten, that they eafily crum- 
“ bled, and fell to Pieces. As to thofe thet 
*‘ had the Fortune to efcape the Injuries of 
“ Time, and the Strokes of the Workmen 
“‘that raifed the Earth, they were of diffe. 
“rent Forms, but all of very handfome 
**Make and Contrivance, as indeed moft of 
“ the Roman Veffels we find , ever are—— 
“ Thefe Urns were of various Sizes ; the 
‘ Jargeft capable of holding full Three 
* Gallons, the leaft fomewhat above a Quart. 
“ All of thefe had, in them, Ashes, and 
“ Cinders of burn’d Bones. 

‘* Along with the Urns were found vari- 
“ous other Earthen Veffels; as a Simpu- 
“* jum, a Patera of very fine Red Earth, and 
“a Bloifh Glafs-Viol of that Sore that is 
“ ¢ommonly call’d a La atory. Thefe 
“ were all broke by the Carelefsnefs of the 
“Workmen. There were likewife found 
“ feveral Beads, one or Two Copper-Rings, 
‘a Fibula of the fame Metal, but much im- 
‘‘ paired and decayed; as alfo a Coin of 
“ Amoninus Pius, exhibiting, on one Side, 
“ ‘the Head of that Emperor with a radiated 
“Crown on, and this Tnferi tion, ANTO- 
“ NINUS AUG::: IMP. XVI. On 
“ the Reverfe was the Figure of a Woman 
fitting and holding, in her Right Hand, a 
‘ Patera; in her Left an Hafta pura. The 


% Infcription, on this Side, was wholly ob- 
** Hiterated and gone, 


“ At 
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« Ar about the fame Depth with the things 
« before-mentioned, but nearer cto the City- 
«Wall, and without the Veige of the 
“ Pavement, was digg’d up an Human Skul), 
« with feveral Bones that were whole, and 
‘had not pafs'd the Fire, as thofe in the 
“ Urns had. Mr. Stow (a) makes mention 
‘of Bones found in like manner not far off 
“this Place, and likewife of Urns with 
“ Afhes inthem: As doalfo Mr. Weever (6) 
“ after him, and Mr. Camden (c) 

“ The City-wall being upon this Occafi- 
on, to make way for thefe New Buildings, 
“ broke up and beat to Pieces, from Bifbop’s- 
‘‘ Gate, onwards, S.E. fo far as they extend, 
“an Opportunity was given of obferving 
“ the Fabrick and Compofition of it. From 
“ the Foundation, which lay Eight Foot be- 
“low the prefent Surface, quite up to the 
‘Top, which was, in all, near Ten Foor, 
“*ewas compiled alternately of Layers of 
“broad flat Bricks, and of Rag-Scone (a). 
“ The Bricks lay in double Ranges: and, 
“each Brick being but one Inch (3 in Thick- 


‘“nefs, the whole Layer with che Mortar 
“ interpofed, exceeded not Three Inches. 
“ The Layers of Stone were not quite Two 
“ Poot thick of our Meafure. ‘Tis probable 
“they were intended for Two of the Ro- 
‘' man; their Rule being fomewhat fhorter 
“thanours. To this Height the Workman- 
‘‘ thip was after the Roma: Manner: And 
‘“‘thefe were the Remains of the Ancient 
* Wall , fuppofed to be built by Confantine 
“ the Great (e). In this ‘twas very obferva- 
“ ble that the Mortar was, as ufually in the 
“ Roman Works, fo very firm and hard, that 
‘‘ che Stone it felf as eafily broke , and gave 
“way, asthat. "Iwas thus far from the 
4 Foundation upwards, Nine Foot in Thick- 
** neds.

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4. The Author proceeds to make fome 
Obfervations upon the Ancient Roman 
Bricks, and treats occafionally of the Stan- 
dard of the Roman Foot. 

§. In the next place, he gives anAccount of 
the additional Work built upon the Ruins of 
the Old Wall, and then of the Upper Wall 
raifed upon the additivnal Work. 

6. Dr Woodward thews, chat the Ancient 
Britains were barbarous, and wholly uncivi- 
lized The Dru ‘s, or the Divines and Phi- 
lofophers of thofe Times, had hardly any 
Knowledge that could claim the Name of 
Science. Some Authors have entertained 
very lofty Thoughts of that Order of Men. 
“ ‘Thefe Gentlemen (fays Dr. Woodward ) 
“may be allow'd to indulge their Imagina- 
“tion as far as they pleafe ; but if we right- 
“ly refle@ upon what we find on Record 
“ concerning the Notions and Pra&tices of 
“the Druids, ‘twill not carry our Idea’s to a 
“great Height”. Our Author proves his 
Affertion by feveral Paflages out of the moft 
Authentick Writers, and gives in few 
Words an-Excellent Account of the Do. 
&rine and Practices of the Druids. 

7. He is no lefs exact in deferibing the 
Towns, Houfes, and Temples of the An- 
cient Britains. If they were ignorance and 
barbarous, (fays he) it can be no Refle&tion 
upon them, fince all the Nations of the 
World were fo, in their firft Original, as it 
appears from the moft Ancient Records that 
are extant. The Grecian: themfelves , who 
became afterwards the moft Polite and Refi- 
ned People upon Earth, were once barbarous *. 
There was a time when the Romans lived 
without Laws, and without Government, 
Nor did they “‘ make any confiderable Pro. 
“ grefs in Civility, in Arts and Sciences, till 
“after they had over-run Greece, and were 
“ cultivated and taught by chat Great and 
“ Wife People : 


“ Gracia capta ferum viltoremcepit, & arte: 
** Intulit agrefti Latic t.——. 


“ And as the Greeks were the greateft Mafters 
“inthe World ; fo the Romans foon thewed 
« they were not lefs apt Proficients and Scho- 
“ars. Nor will the Britains at this Day be 
‘‘ judged inferior to either ”.

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@ The remaining Part of this Letter 
contains the following Obfervations. 1. Ie 
cannot be determined. for Want of Records, 
whether the Old Wall above mentioned 
was the firit with which London was furroun- 
ded. 2. Tis certatn thar rhe Wall now in 
heing was built at fome Diftance from the 
Ancient Bounds of the City, becaufe the 
Urns deferibed in this Letter were found in 
the Infide of this Wall; but’tis well known 
that the Roman: ufed to bury their dead out 
of their Towns. “ This affords us a Proof, 
‘‘ that London did not formerly extend fo 
‘£1 Eaft; and that this Wall muft have 
‘© been built fince thofe Urns were repofired 
“ there; which we may conjefture was 
‘* about the Time of Antoninus, from the 
“ Coin of that Emperor buried amongft 
‘‘ them. 3 As from thefe Coins here, fo 
‘* from thofe of late Years brought to Light 
‘in great ‘Numbers on the other Sides of 
‘‘ the Town, fome Advances may be made 
* towards afcertaining the old Boundaries 
** of itthere’ And by a careful Collation 
** of all, towards adjufting the Form, and 
“ fettling the Extent of the whole ; when. 
‘© ever one, who has Leifure, and due Infor- 
** mation, fhall engage in the Undertaking”. 
4. The Romans ufed to burn their dead ; 
and that Cuftom ceafed by Degrees, as the 
Chriftian Religion prevailed. It is no eafy 
thing ‘‘:o determine, either at what time 
“ the Chriftians firft began to bury, or 
‘“ when they quitted the Sepulchreta of the 
Heathens, pitched upon new ones, and 
interr’d their Dead a-part. As tis beyond 
Controverfy , that feveral of them kept 
in the old way, and continued, for fome 
time, to burn; thofe who chofe ratherto 
bury, did it in common with their Pagan 
Neighbours , and repofited their Dead in 
the fame place (4). Of this without go- 
ing further, we have Proof from the 
Bones found here lying along with the 
“Urns. *Tis very likely that for fome 
time, at firft, che Pagans and Chriftians 
lived quietly and amicably together ; and 
the latter burn’d, or bury’d the deceafed, 
each acgording to his own Fancy. But 
as Converfions were daily made, and the 
“ Number of Profelytes became confidera-

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ble, the Pagans began to take Alarm, and 
* chink their Paternal Religion in danger, 

This gave Rife to Controverfies and Dif. 
putes; and, as thefe grew hot, Feuds and 
Animofities arofe in courfe. Thereupon 
the Parties began to diftinguifh them. 
felves; and each recede from the other as 
“ far as poflible. The Chriftians, from the 
very Beginning, were not content only to 
“ withdraw from the Pagan Temples and 
Sacrifices, bute declined joining in the 
publick Proceffions, the Luftrations, and 
other Solemnities ; and denied paying the 
“ ufual Salutations to the Herma and Statues, 
that ftood abroad in the Streets, and 
High-ways (a); fo far from it, that they 
reproached and expofed thofe who did (4). 

Nay afterwards, that they might feparate 
" oad keep to as great a Diftance as poffible, 
they refufed fo much as to eat and drink 
with them (c); or to comply with fome 
‘“* of even the moft innocent and indifferent 
of the common Cuftoms; and in parti- 
cular, that of the ordinary Sepulture. 
As tothe Pagans, they were far from be- 
ing fo fhy and fcrupulous of their Part: 
But were forward enough to fall into 
“ thofe Praftices of the Chriftians that they 
liked , and thought preferable to their 
“ own. This was the Cafe of their Sepul- 
“ ture; which therefore they did not ftick 
readily to exchange for the Chriftian: 
“ And this had obtained univerfally in the 
“ Time of Macrobius (4). How much 
fooner, is not eafy to determine, for Want 
of Records and Teftimonies ; this being 
the oldeft extant. But Learned Men con- 
jeure, that Burning fell into general Di/- 
ufe towards the latter End of the time of the 
“ Antonines (¢). To which Conjecture

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«« the Coin of Antoninus Pius, found in this 
burying Pl.ce, may perhaps be thought 
« ¢o give fome Countenance. Without 
‘ ever entering into that, the finding thefe 


«“ Bones, not only within the old Ciry- | 


«“ Wall, but repofited along with the Urns, 
“ carries the Date of their Sepulcure up 
« very high”. 

9. The Learned Author fhews by what 
Means the Situation ofthe Ancient Temples 
in London may be difcovered. “ As from 
« the Urns, ( fays he) and Places of Sepul- 
“ture, the Walls and Bounds of the City 
‘“* may be traced ; fo from the Places where 
‘“ Patera, Simpula, Prefericula, and other 
“ Veffels of Sacrifice have been turn’d forth 
“ of the Earth and Rubbith, Judgment may 
“ be pafled of the Site of the Temples of 
«‘ this City: And by the Figures, and Jn. 
“ fgnia, exhibited upon fome of thofe 
‘“ Veffels, of the Deities that they were ufed 
‘* in the Worfhip of, and thofe Temples 
“ dedicated unto. Of this we have a Sam. 
“ ple in the various things digg d up near 
“ Se. Panl’s Church. In particular, as wel! 
“ the Tusks of Boars, Horns of Deer, and 
“© of Stags ; as the Reprefentations of Deer, 
“ and even of Diana her felf, upon the Sa- 
* crificing Veffels; of all which there are 
“ Inftances in my Colle&ion. Nay, I have 
“ Jikewife a fall Image of that Goddefs, 
“ that was found not far off Thefe plain- 
‘ly enough import, that there was chere- 
abouts anciently a Temple of Diana; as 
‘has been indeed the common Tradition 
(a) and Opinion ”. 


The Obfervations, contained in this 
Work, are fo curious and entertaining, that 
I thought a large Account of them would 
be very acceptable tothe Readers; the more 


becaufe I am informed that this Letter is not 
to be fold.

T was in the Monthof March 1710. that I 

began to publifh thefe Memoirs. J have 
feldom mentioned any Book printed before thar 
Year: But fince I have undertaken to give an 
Accoint of the Produéfions of the Learned 
World from tat ime, I may be allowed, nay, I 
oughtto take n.'ice of any Work that has efcaped 
my Knowledge, whenever I think an Extratt of 
tt will mot be unacceptable te the Readers. The 
thing will deubtle/s appear very reasonable ; ana 
I believe I need not make any Apology for it at 
any time hereafter. 


THIS Work is written by way of 
Dialogue between Arifogison and Sophronius, 
and interfperfed with feveral Paflages out of 
Greek, Latin, and even French Authors. Ic 
does not contain many new Explications ; 
but there are in it feveral Hints and Obfer. 
vations, chat may be of good Ute, efpecially 
to Preachers; and in general it may be faid, 
that we have many Commentaries which are 
not fo valuable as this. Some few Remarks 
will enable the Readers to judge of the Na- 
rure of chis Work, and of the Author's: 
Method. 

1. I begin with a Criticifm upon thefe 
Word; Aa my 7 wav 7 vapdas witoy, 
which the Enzlifh Bible renders, Becaufe of 
the Blindnefs of their Heart. ‘* \idpwas, aod

2. Ariftogiton (one of the Interlocutors ) 
having laid that he is a little offended with 
Sc. Jerom, becaufe that Father reckons Lo- 
gick, Natural Philofophy, and Poetry, among 
the Vanities mentioned by the Apoftle; So- 
phronius anfwers, “‘ That Father is fome- 
‘*“ times morofe , and does not alWays mind 
what he fays: He is frequently incen- 
* fiftene with himfelf, Ge”. However,

Sophronius does Juftice to St. Ferom by ae. 
knowledging that he was a Man of Excellene 
Parts. The Readers will not be difpleafeg 
to find here his own Words. “ Morofus

3. Mr. Heidegger tells us, that there was 
an Inquifition among the Heathens againf 
thofe, who broached new Religions. It 
feems to me that the Paflages quoted by 
him do not prove his Affertion. 

4. Our Author launches out fometimes ine 
to Digreffions, Having fhewn the Heinouf- 
nefs of Hypocrify, he takes occafion from 
thence to inveigh againft the Curtezans of 
Italy, becaufe notwithftanding their difor. 
derly Lives, they appear very devout. They 
drive their Trade, fays he, as carefully as 
the moft honeft Tradefman manages his 
own Bufinefs ; and yet they never fail to go 
to Mafs: Befides moft of them wear con- 
{tantly the Girdle of St, Francis. “ Qua 
* occafione non poffum non referre, quod 
mihi obfervatum Italiam nuper habitanti. 
Scimus quale hominum, illud volui dice- 
re, demonum, genus fint Cartifane, quas 
vocant, publice matulz. que hoc fu- 
um artificium perinde feduld exercent, ac 
opifex aliquis fuam artem, quam legitimé 
addidicie viéttis honeftt parandi gratia. 
Foedius & ter cribus infernis dignius ex- 
cogitari nihil poteft, Et ramen hz Bacchi- 
des nullo pretio adduci poffint , ut vel {e- 
mel Miz quam vocant, define. Plurime 
‘ quoque religiofa illa Francifci refte cin- 
guntur, quam nec Vive nec mortue ext 
unt”. 

Nova facies Venerei Ceftus! fays the In- 
terlocutor Sophronius, «riffogitom goes on: 
‘* Thofe Curtezans will ear no Flefh upon a 
Wednefday: Nay, fome of them are fo de- 
vout that they will not lie with a Man up- 
ona Sunday”, 

** This isno new Thing, fays Sophronius : 
The like Scruples may be feen among 
other profligate People. Some Tltieves 
and Houfe-breakers will never fteal r 
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« ob any thing upon a Friday, though they 


“ have a fair Opportunity for ic. Ochers 
“ are very careful to keep up conftantly a 
‘ burning Lamp before an Image of the 
«“ Holy Virgin. Nay, IT am afraid chat 
«“ fome of our Merchants may be reckon'd 
“ among that Tribe. Being fenfible that 
“ they are guilty of Cheating, Ufury, Rob- 
“ bing, Lying, Perjury, oc. they hope to 
“ expiate their Sins by praying, and giving 
“ Alms at certain Hours, and by fuch other 
« Pra@tices”. At laft Sophronius perceiving 
that it is high time to return to St. Pax, 
concludes with thefe Words: Sed quid hac 
ad rhombum noftrum ? 

5. Upon ehefe Words of the Apoftle, 
Lit him that flole, Peal no morc; Ariflogiton 
asks whether a Plagiary may be faid to bea 
Thief? Sopbronius anfwers, thar it is a great 
Faule to be a downright Pilferer, and to 
adorn one’s felf, as the Crow did, with the 
Feathers of other Birds ; but he chinks fuch 
a Faule does not deferve the hard Name of 
Plagiarifm. ‘Tis plain, fays he, thac Se. 
jude tranfcribed the greatcft Part of the 
Second Epiftle of St. Peter; and yet no good 
Man will call him a Plegiary upon that Ac- 
count. Sophronius concludes with this Re- 
fle&tion: Publice utilitatis fudium multa non 
folum permittit, fed OG fuadet. Oftentationis 
alia atg; longe fequior canfa eft. 

6. Sophronius and Ariftogiton make feveral 
Excurfions upon the Roman Catholicks. 
The latter fays that he has in his Houfe a 
fine Pi@ure, made, as he thinks, before the 
Time of the Reformation ; in which Sc. 
Francis Of Afifi is xeprefented. upon bis 
Knees, with a Wine Veffel before him. 
That Veffel is farrounded with Beams, Five 
whereof reach the Hands, the Feet, and the 
Side of that Saint. Ariftogiton believes the 
Painter defigned to intimate by it, that Sr, 
Francis was drunk, when he fancied that 
Jetus Chrift imprinted. upon him the Marks 
of his Five Wouds. The other Interlocu- 
tor approves the Bancy of that Painter; and 
complains of the exceffive Encomiums, that 
have been beftowed upon Sc. Francis. Ic 
mutt be confefs’d, that the following Verfes 
Of Horatius Turfelinus are very extravagant *, 
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See a remarkable Paffage relating to this 
Subje, in the 234th Page of the Itt Volume of 
thefe Memoirs. 
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Exue Francifcum tunica, laceroq; cucullo, 
Qui Francifcus erat, jam tibi Chriftus erit. 
Prancifci exuviis, fi qua licet, indue Chrifam, 
Jam Francifcus erit , qui modi Chriftus erat. 
Quid caleflis amor non audes? fingis amantes 
Arte nova, effigies, ut fit amantis amans. 


Francifcus Rugerius (Cong Som.) has a long 
Epigram upon the fame Saint, ending with 
thefe Words: 


Adde notas ; veftes exue; Chriflus crit *. 


7. Upon thefe Words of St. Pawl,Nor Jefing; 
our Author obferves, that the Apoftle does 
not condemn witty Sayings, and innocent 
Raillesies. St Paul himfelf ( fays he ) was 
a Man full of Wit; and his Epiftles are in- 
terfperfed with pleafant Ironies, and.inge- 
nious Strokes. Mr. Heidegger quotes As 
XVII. 23. 1 Cor. 1V.8. 2 oer. X. 12. XI. 
19. Philem. 21. He adds, that the Holy 
Scripture exceeds all other Books even in 
this refpeé. 

8. The Author tells us, that he is not un- 
acquainted with the Works of the Ancient 
Fathers. He compares their Writings to a 
Sea, through which he has failed; but he 
declares that he is come back into a Har. 
bour; which few do, that venture upon. 
fuch a Voyage. Tho he has-a very good 
Opinion of thofe Holy Men, yet he ap- 
proves what a Eearned and Pious Writer 
fays , that ic is a Happinefs for the Church, 
that many Books of the Fathers are not 
come to us ; and thae the Lofs of the Philo- 
fophical Works of Solomon himfelf ought to 
be look'd upon as an Effe@ of a good Pro- 
vidence. I fhall fec down the whole Paflage :

‘ equor, fed in portum redii, quod vulgd 
vix faciunt, qui femel ferid ingreffi funt. 
Preclaré, fi quifquam, de Parribus fentio

Ic feems to me, that the Reformed Divines 
are more apt to cenfure the Fathers, than 
thofe of the Church of England, and of the 
Confeffion of Augsburg. The Reafon of 
it may be, that the Ancient Fathers do 
not countenance the Do€trines of Predetti- 
nation; irrefiftible Grace, Gc. If the 
Works of thofe Writers may be compared 
to a Sea, I think a Man of Senfe and Learn- 
ing needs not be afraid of venturing upon it. 
His Voyage will be pleafant enough; and 
he will come home with a vaft Stock of va- 
Juable Obtervarions. 

9. Upon the Words, redeeming the time, 
Mr. Heidegeer quotes fome Verfes of Muretus, 
whom he calls peffiesum hominem, fed optimum 
Poctam Thofe Verfes are fo beautiful, chat 
they deferve to be inferted here. 


Si expeftas, Pamphile, ipfa dum negotia 
Teaccerfant ultro,&dormientem exfufcitene, 
Vehementer erras. Taciti difcedunt dies,

10. Here follows a Curious Paffage of S¢ 
Fcrome upon thefe Words of the Apoftle. 
Singing, and making Melody in your Heart te 
the Lord. “ Audiant hoc adolefcentuli, ( /ay, 
‘* that Ingenious Father,) audiant hi, quibus 

pfallendi in Ecclefia officium eft, Deo non 
voce, fed corde cantandum ; nec in era. 
gocdorum modum guttur & fauces dulci 
medicamine colliniendas, ut in Ecclefia 
theatrales moduli audiantur, & cantica ; 
{ed in amore, in opere, in {Cientia {criptu- 
rarum. Quamvis fit aliquis, ut folent 
appellare, xaxop@v@-, fr bona opera habu- 
erit, dulcis apud Deum cantor eft. Sic 
cantet Servus Chrifti, ut non vox canen- 
tis, fed verba placeant, quz legantur, &c”. 
Mr. Heidegger having obferved from this 
Paffage, that Vocal and Inftrumental Mufick 
was very early ufed in the Chriftian Church, 
adds , that moft of che Proteftant Churches 
of Swiffrland have laid afide Inftrumental 
Mulick, but without condemning it. This gives 
him occafion to tell us the following Story. 
Marbachius being very much exafperated 
again{t Zenchius, becaufe chat Reformer 
would have no ,Mufick in the Church of 
Strasburg, in Imitation of the Church of 
Zurich, the latter made hima very fharp Re. 
ply. “ You complain ( faid be) that the 
* Church of Zurich has no Mufick, and you 
“* call her ausoos by way of Derifion. It 
were to be wifhed you would take care to 
** keep up fuch an Harmony,as is obfervable 
“in that Church. When Organs found 
‘* wellin the Houfe of God, and the Minds 
“ of People are diffonant ; if it is not the 
** Mufick of Antichrift , it is certainly the 
‘* Mufick of the Devil. You know very 
‘“* well from whence proceeds that Diffo- 
nance:’ fis becaufe every body is not wil- 
“ ling to keepTune with you,@c”. Ecclefiam 
Tigurinam app:llas ausoov. O wtinam talem 
concentum, qualis in Ecclefia eff Tigurina % 
quoque retincndum cenfuiffes! Organa bene in 
templis fonare, © hominum ingenia atque cords 
& fiudia in Ecclefia Chrifti diffonare, fi noneft 
Mufica Antichrifii, ef certé Diaboli. Tw werd 
nifti, unde ifia animorum diffonantia, nempe 
quia non omnes tibi protuo arbitrie concinunt KC.

I. I Think I need not give an Account of 

Mr. Heidegger's Oration concerning the 
Nazarites mentioned in the Old Teftament; 
and therefore I proceed to his Le&ures, 
wherein he treats of St. Pau/’s being caught 
up intothe Third Heaven. Thofe Lectures 
will afford me a very fhort Extract. 

II. The Author is apt to believe, that Sr. 
Paul was really taken. up into the higheft 
Heaven, above all the Stars, in the Body. 
He fays the Apoftle went chither, and came 
back again, in lefs time than is requifite to 
boil Sparagrals , (citius pene quam afparagi co- 
quuntur.) See the Margin*. Mr. Heideg- 





* Mr. Heidegger adds, that he never read 
any Commentator, who believes that St. Paul 
was above Three Days in bis Journey to Heaven. 
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ger ufes the fame Phrafe upon another Occa- 
fion; from whence one might imfer, that it 
is acommon way of {peaking in Swiferland. 
That Expreflion brings into my 7 houghtsa 
Paflape of Homer, importing, that Mars be- 
ing wounded by Diomedes, was cured of his 
Wound in as little time as is requifite to 
curdle Muik,

Mr: Heidezger obferves, that ignorant 
People, who have often feen Jacob's Ladder 
painced in the Bible, might be apt to think, 
chat the Third Heaven is not at a prodigious 
Diftance from the Earth. But ( fays he) all 
knowing Men are convinced of the contra- 
ry. Whereupon he undertakes. to fhew the 
vaftExtent of the Univerfe; and alledges 
feveral Experiments that prove it undeniably. 
Telcfcopes may be ufed for that Purpofe , 
to look upon the Moon, the Planets, and the 
Siars ; but Mr. Heidegger would not advile 
any body to contemplate the Sun with. that 
Inftrument, becaufe Four Years ago he was 
like to lofe his Sight by it, and was almoft 
blind for feveral Days. 

Our Author infers from the vaft Diftance 
of the Third Heaven, that the Swiftnefs of 
Sc Panl's Body is almoft incomprehenfible, 
The Swiftnefs of an Arrow, of a Canon- 
Ball, and of Lightning, cannot be compared 
to it. Hoe Auditores, eff rapi, hoe eff eff ce. 
Jocem , nou corbitam. Pre hac celeritate j zen 
omnis alia celevitas, quam five natura, five ars 
exhibet, mera ef cffatio: Glandes tormentorum, 
fagitte, mera {unt coshlea: Fulminum ignes ipft 
attrepidant formicinum gradum, oc In 
order {to make the Swiftnefs of the Apoftle 
fomewhat iotelligible, the Author inftances 
upon the prodigious Motion of the Firma- 
ment round the Earth in Twenty Four 
Hours. HH St. Paul (fays be) moved as faft, 


fe came to the upper Part of the Firmament 


in few Hours; but chen he muft have been 
r oubled with a violent Side-Wind, elpeci- 
atiy the higher he wentup. Mr, Heid-gger 
adds, that the Apofile was not altogether 
free from fucls an Inconvenience, if he 
acafled the Yorsices of Defcartes, unlefs the 
Wivine: Power prevented it, Ac left, the 
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Author confidering that the 
ftem is now generally admitted, has recourie 
to another Inftance, vz: the prodigious 
Swiftnefs of the Light, to make us appre. 
hend how St. Pau/ could fly up into Heaven 
in few. Moments.

Il. The following Le&ures run upon 
thefe Words of St. Paul, 2 Cor. XII, 7. 4nd 
left I foould be exalted above Meafure through 
the abundance of the Revelations, there was gi- 
vem to me aThorn ( axorol ) in the Flef, the 
Meffenger of Satan to buffet, me, left I foould be 
exalted above meafure. 

Mr. Heidegger having mentioned and con- 
futed feveral Explications of that Paflage, 
exprefles a juft Indignation againft thofe ko- 
man Catholick Commentators, and Monkith 
Writers, who pretend that St. Paul felt the 
Luft of the Flefh, and that he meant nothing 
elfe by the Words above-quoted. Jdorum 
Sententia nunc expendenda venit, qui ad aphro- 
difia has Pauli incommeditates transferunt , ad 
foedas imaginationes, ftimulos veuereos, ten- 
tiginem, & fimilia, qua exprimere pudet. 
Our Author obferves, to the Honour of the 
Fathers, that none of them entertained any 
fuch Thoughts of the Holy Apoftle. He 
adds, that Chamieras convitted Bellarmin of 
an Impofture, who pretended that St. Aujiin 
and Theophyla& had, been of that Opinion. 
‘Tis true, Bullinger himfelf was impofed up- 
on by the Latin Tranflation of Theophylad: 
Which fhews (fays the Author) how dange- 
rous it is not to confule the Originals upon 


all Occafions, This new Explication was 


broached. by Lyranus, Hugo, Toftatus, and 
other Writers of the latter Ages , who had 
generally no Skill in the Greek Tongue, and 
were deceived by the Word Stimulus-in the 
Vulgar Bible, In order to fet off this new 
Expofition, they did not {cruple to fay, that 
Sc. Paul felt the Luft of. the.F lefh ever fince 
he dipt in a River the Virgin Thecla. This 
Story was readily taken up by the whole 
Monkifh Tribe. Eraf/mus wonders how any 
Learned Divine could believe it. The fame 
was aflerted afterwards by Bellarmin, Etim ; 
Bailius , Cornelius a Lapide, and many 
others. Adeoq; (fays qur Author) per claufire 
Menachorum & Monialium, prafertim fi quandt,

Mr. Heidegger complains of an immodeft 
Prieft., who boldly atferted the fame thing.

‘« fanti, & in difputationem fecum venienti, 
‘© de Monafticis imprimis Votis , objeCtaffe 
inter alia periculum feviture in coelibata 
“non voluntario nec judiciofo libidinis, 
‘¢ remedio imprudenter fpoliate. Refpondit 
“ furcifer; nihil id fan&itati derogare, cum

The Author proceeds to fhew , how this 
abfurd Explication was occafioned by the 
Words Stimulus in carne to be found in the 
Vulgar Tranilation The Paflage of Mr. 
Heidegger ought to be inferted at length.

Mr. Heidegger, not contented with thefe 
Obfervations, undertakes to confute the 
Explication above-mentioned, and to clear 
the Apoftle from the Imputation of many 
Roman Catholick Commentators. What he 
fays upon this Subje& will appear very fatis- 
fa&tory. “ Commentum illud de Pauli wre- 
‘* dine refutationem non meretur, & fi me- 
“ retur, occupata eft dudum hee opera a 
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Theologis pené omnibus, imprimis Cha- 
miero, Riveto, Vecknero. Sentifle virum 
proveCe jam etatis,ev 7 4 “es x@,fub 
tantis oneribus, tot inter diurna jejunia 
& pervigilia vix fpirantem, pietatis pec 
omnia rigidum fatellitem, fenfifle, inguam,
